GERMANY : Certain Industrial and Wehrmacht Leaders 
• Desire.-Sarlx.Cessation of Hostilities. 


The following Information, from a source close to the 
SS, has been transmitted by the OSS representative In 
Bern, and is supplementary to information furnished 
In earlier reports entitled " The German Coup d'Etat ": 

In order to prevent the total destruction of German 
Industrial plants by Allied bombings and to avoid the 
devastation which would result from fighting on Ger¬ 
man soli, leading German industrialists and certain 
Wehrmacht leaders want to end the war quickly. These 
army and Industrial groups feel, however, that they 
lack power sufficient to overthrow the Hltler-Himmler 
regime. They therefore consider It necessary to ob¬ 
tain the collaboration of certain of the less compro¬ 
mised but yot Influential SS leaders, and have started 
secret negotiations along this line. 


Source, himself. Is close to SS ObergruppenfQhrer Karl 
Kauffmann, Gaulelther of Hamburg, whom he describes as 
one of the abler and less compromised Gauleiters. 

Source also reports that Field Marshal Y/alter von 
Brauchltsch has Indicated a willingness to serve on 
the Eastern Front provided Colonel-General Franz Haider 
serves ns his chief of staff. 

/Balder previously had been reported to have been 
arrested as a member of the conspiratorial group 
behind the 20 July putsch . Von Brauchltsch has 
previously been reported as awaiting a command on 
the Eastern Fronts/ 


Source declares that HJalmar Schacht recently was re¬ 
leased from prison but, since he was on the conspira¬ 
torial group's list as Minister of Economics, his 
dossier is under Hitler's personal scrutiny for com¬ 
plicity In the putsch . Source also states that Carl 
Friederich Goeraler was not executed but apparently 
Is being kept alive on Himmler's orders to be used In 
an emergency for liaison with the Anglo-Americans. 
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/fffiS WASHINGTON CONVENT i Several other reportB have 
recently suggested that neither Schaoht nor Goerdler 
•era executed and that Schacht had boon roleaaed froo 
dotontlon. Thero aay bo some reason to believe that 
the Natla are grooming then aa "anti-Natla" for une 
in attempted negotiations with the Allies or in con¬ 
nection with the Nani underground^/

The OSC representative In Bucharest has transmit¬ 
ted the following Intalliganca, datad 3 Novomberi 

Colonal Kallnan, a high-ranking staff officer of 
the Second Ukrainian Army, and several other aall-lnrormed 
Soviet officers, state that because or the stubborn and un¬ 
compromising Hungarian resistance, tho 8ovlets will deal 
much more severely with Hungary than with Rumania. Colonel 
Kallnan points out that the Rumanians assisted the Soviets 
against the Germans, whereas the Hungarians are contesting 
every Inch of territory and continue today to aid the Gor¬ 
man war effort. Hence Hungary Is to bo treated ns an enesqr 
nation in tho samo category with Germany. If Budapest Is 
defended, Knlinen says, the city will be destroyed as was 
Debroceen after the Hungarians refused the Soviet ultimatum 
demanding surrender. Knlinen expressed a hope that the Brit¬ 
ish and Americans will not lnterveno for sympathetic treat¬ 
ment of the Hungarians.

Tha follow¬ 
ing morning Premier Sanatesou proolalmed the resignation of 
the government and announced a tentative list of new mini¬ 
sters, lnoludlng himself aa Promler; the Communist-supported 
DICUSSimo 
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candidate, Petre Grosa, aa Vloa Premier; Raacanu as Minister 
of War; and Viaoianu aa Foreign Minister.

Ionitiu believes the accept¬ 
ance of the new cabinet Hat to have been due to "lack of 
natural backbone and unreasoning fear of the Russians.■ 

Aldea, Minister of Interior in the Rumanian cabinet Just 
dissolved, la reliably reported to have collected statis¬ 
tics showing that the Soviets have plaoed well over 1000 
officials In all the principal Rumanian cities, allegedly 
for the purpose of administering the armistice terms. These 
officials, who are present in addition to personnel of the 
Soviet Armistice Control Coinnl salon, are reported to be 
intruding into purely local political matters everywhere. 

A Rumanian Government decree published on 4 November by 
order of the Soviet Control Consalsaion, has again fixed the 
rate of exohange at 100 lei per ruble. According to Ion 
Crlstu, of the Rumanian Foreign Ministry, this measure will 
cost the Rumanian Government at least SO billion lei. The 
day the deoree was published, the local exchange value of 
the American dollar rose 50 percent, and It is reported 
still rising rapidly. The situation is aggravated by the 
fact that the Bulgarian currency has been pegged at 15 leva 
per ruble, with the result that Russian rubles from Bulgaria 
are already flooding into Rumania.

ROMANIA : Soviets Seizing American and 

British. Owned Refinery Equipment. 

The following Intelligence, dated 1 November, has been 
transmitted by the OSS representative In Bucharest, together with 
an urgent request by Melbourne that Berry be notified for the In¬ 
formation of the State Department. Sources of the Information 
are Air Vice Marshal Stevenson; Georgescu, Undersecretary in the 
Rumanian Ministry of National Economy; Alexander Ionesou*, Gen¬ 
eral Administrator of the Romana Americana Refinery; Major Grunder 
of the Petrol Section, AFHQ; and others. 



On 28 October, Russian officers are reported to have be¬ 
gun loading large quantities of refinery equipment and accessories 
at the Romana Americana and Astra Romana plants for shipment to 
the USSR. According to Ionescu, over 220 tons of equipment wore 
loaded on 28 October and a larger load the following day. Air 

I Vice Marshal Stevenson states that so far equipment has been taken 
only from companies owned by British and Americans. Certain types 
of equipment being removed are said to be Irreplaceable under pres¬ 
ent conditions, and as a result Rumanian oil production of petro¬ 
leum products Is expected to decrease within six weeks. 

Stevenson proposed to General Vinogradov, head of the 
Soviet Section of the Allied Armistice Control Commission, that 
a Joint Committee of Soviet, American and British experts deter¬ 
mine what equipment Is In excess of Rumanian needs and can be 
made available to the US8R. Although Vinogradov agreed In prin¬ 
ciple, the loading and shipping continue. Stevenson delayed In¬ 
forming London until convinced that his protests to Vinogradov 
were Ineffective, but he has now advised British authorities that 
Soviet action has been taken Indiscriminately and in a manner to 
| wreck Rumanian production and refinement of petroleum. He has 
urgently recommended immediate intervention In Moscow for a stop¬ 
page of the loading and shipping and the return of trains already 
left. There Is some evidence to support Stevenson's speculation 
that Vinogradov may be acting on false or misleading Information 
Intentionally furnished to him by Soviet experts.

Moldavia, 


The following Information, dated 24 October, has been transmit¬ 
ted by the OSS representative In Bucharest- The source of this 
report, rated B-2 for reportorial accuracy, Is Oeorge Bratlanu 
(nephew of Cabinet Minister Dlnu Bratlanu), who is known as Ger- 
manophllo and anti-Soviet. Bratlanu claims to have taken his 
Intelligence from a report submitted to him by General Manollu, 
representative of the Rumanian Army In Moldavia. 

The province of Moldavia, according to Bratlanu, Is In a state 
of complete disorganisation, due to poor communications with 
Bucharest and the fact that regular Rumanian officials removed 
by Antonescu before the Soviet occupation have been unable to 
return to office. The civilian population is said to be desper¬ 
ate as a result of inadequate food, medicine, fuel, and clothing; 
famine and disease are feared with the approach of winter. The 
situation Is said to be worse In the Jassy area of northern Mol¬ 
davia, where typhus la spreading. (Similar reports to the above 
have reached the OSS representative from several informants, in¬ 
cluding Georgescu, Staroea, and Foreign Minister Busesti.) 


According to Bratlanu, the Rumanian Government wishes to rein¬ 
state certain administrative officials in Moldavia, but fears 
they will be prevented from entering the province or assuming 
office. Soviet officers are said to have established a bureau 
to pass on all travel to and from northern Moldavia. Meanwhile 
the Communist press, according to General Manollu, Is denouncing 
the regular Rumanian officials as traitors for deserting Moldavia 
and leaving the people to their fate. Communists In Moldavia 
have reportedly also spread word that large landholders are keep¬ 
ing seed wheat from the farmers, though the seed wheat Is actual¬ 
ly held by the Soviets. Manollu Is anxious for Anglo-American 
authorities to Investigate agriculture, food, and public health 
conditions In the Jassy area In the hope that such a visit may 
make planting possible while there is yet time. This, he feels, 
might remove the population’s excessive fear of the Soviets.

The following Information has been forwarded by the OSS represen¬ 
tative In Bucharest! 

The current Rumanian cabinet crisis has been severly aggravated 
by two recent measures of the Soviet Armistice Control Commission. 
On 15 October the Soviet Commission banned publication of Ruman¬ 
ia’s largest newspaper, Universal , and forbade a political rally 
scheduled for the same day by the National Peasant Party, 
though tension in Bucharest has now somewhat subsided, 
pected that the cabinet will fall soon. 

The reason for the suppression of Unlversul is not clear, although 
the grounds advanced were that some three weeks previously the 
paper had printed an obituary of Antonescu's son. The editor of 
Unlversul is also suspected of having been too friendly with An- 
tonescu. The Rumanians nevertheless fear that the Soviet action 
was taken to Increase the power of the local Communist press. In 
banning the Peasant Party rally, the Soviet Commission claimed 
that It was to have been attended by Fascist groups, who at a 
demonstration of the Liberal and National Peasant Parties on 13 
October had Insulted the Red Army and praised the Iron Guard lead¬ 
er. Horla Sima. /¥he OSS representative comments that these So¬ 
viet allegations were Identical with reports appearing in the 
local Communist press, but that OSS eyewitnesses of the 13 October 
meeting report no pro-Fascist remarks to have been heard^/ 

These 8ovlet measures, according to Foreign Minister Busestl, con¬ 
vinced a majority of the Rumanian cabinet that the USSR had defi¬ 
nitely decided to Intervene In Rumanian Internal affairs. The So¬ 
viet note on political demonstrations was Interpreted as a move to 
force the resignations of Manlu and Bratlanu and to destroy the 
position of their respective political organisations /the National 
po’isant and Liberal Partlej7» leaving the field open to the 
Communists. A well-informed non-Rumanian observer asserted that 
the fate of Rumania would be settled In a matter of days. Foreign 
Minister Busestl stated that he saw little possibility of forming 
a government acceptable to the Soviets and capable of maintaining 
Rumanian Independence. 

On 16 October Prime Minister Sanatescu submitted his resignation, 
which, however, was refused by the King. At a cabinet meeting on 
the morning of 17 October, Manlu and Bratlanu also threatened to 
resign, but finally agreed to wait until Busestl could talk with 
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General Vinogradov, head of the Soviet Commission. In his in¬ 
terview of Vinogradov on the same afternoon, Buzestl presented 
eyewitness testimony on the events of the previous Liberal- 
peasant Party meeting, together with a strong official Potest 
against the ban on Pnlversul and the projected Peasant Party 
rally. 

Vinogradov, whom Buzestl described as most reasonable and even 
mildly apologetic in manner, replied that the paper would be al¬ 
lowed 7 to P re3ume publication on 19 October. He te S^ r lcai-Ly de¬ 

nied any imputation of Fascist tendencies to Maniu or his 
He promised an early and probably favorable reply on the matter 
of further political rallies, and requested only grantees from 
the Rumanian government that pro-Fasoist or anti-Russian meetings 
should not be permitted. In the opinion of a source dose to 
King Michael, Vinogradov had acted on false information deliber- 
dSlv fed to him b? local Communists and by Lavriscey his polit¬ 
ical addsor. As a result of Vinogradov's remarks, the situation 
in Bucharest appears temporarily eased, although the crisis con¬ 
tinues and a new government is expected to be formed momentarily. 

On 23 October, Constantin Visoianu informed the OSS representative 
thnt the Rumanian Communists continue to urge him and Ion Cristu 
Jo accept pSsts?n a new cabinet. /Vl.oianu and Cristu, assocl- 
of Maniu. are former diplomats now holding subordinate posi¬ 
tions in the Foreign Ministry J Visoianu Informed the Communists 
that he would accept no post in a government which does not In 
elude Maniu and Bratlanu and that he believes that a political 
government As opposed to a non-political government of techni¬ 
cians? will prove unworkable. Nevertheless Visoianu is wimnj 
to 2ocept office in a political cabinet md states that the Com¬ 
munists also appear more willing to compromise than before.

HUMPART i Treatment of American Prisoners, 


The following Information, concerning the treatment of 
Aaerloan war prisoner* In Hungary, was obtained from Lieutenant 
Albert Poupet of the 30th French Artillery Regiment, and has 
been forwarded by General Deane, head of the American Military 
Mission in Moscow. Lt. Poupet was himself a prisoner In Germany. 
He escaped to Hungary on 20 October 1943, and during bis Intern¬ 
ment In that country was well treated. 

Lt. Poupet saw American prisoners of war, most of them 
ariators, passing through Budapest en route to the temporary 
camps at Komaron and Balatonboglar, from which they were sent to 
a permanent camp on Count Zlchy's estate In southern Hungary. He 
heard from eye-witnesses that American filers parachuting Into 
Hungary were killed by peasants with pitchforks or beaten to 
death. Aviators were tortured by the Hungarian Gestapo In Buda¬ 
pest, who seemed especially Interested In discovering the flight 
orders given these aviators. If the prisoner was deemed an In¬ 
teresting subject he was sent to Budapest for Gestapo question¬ 
ing; otherwise he was sent directly to a prisoner of war camp. 
Those Interrogated who were able to withstand the tortures were 
not always killed.

Lt. Poupet believes that Colonel A. Halller, the /Vichy7 
French Military Attache In Budapest, knows the results of all Al¬ 
lied bombardments, and has supplied the Allied forces with a sub¬ 
stantial amount of the extensive intelligence data he possesses. 
Lt. Poupet recommends that 8ous-offIcier Krelger, at the French 
Embassy In Budapest, be approached for first-hand Information re¬ 
garding the treatment of American prisoners. Krelger is a per¬ 
sonal friend of the Interpreter who took part In all the Gestapo 
Interrogations.

RUMANIA ! Critical .Rumanian Government .Deadlock. 


The OSS representative In Ceserta has transmitted the 
following Information, dated 8 October: 

Prince Stlrbey /frequently mentioned as the next Ru¬ 
manian Premier/ states that the Communists are attempting to 
build up their strength In the Rumanian Government by obtaining 
cabinet representation for completely fictional political par¬ 
ties. According to Stlrbey, the Rumanian Communists' Insistence 
on radical reforms Is responsible for the present government 
stalemate. Stlrbey says that chaos can result from this dead¬ 
lock, which may be exactly what the Communists wish. 

Rumanian Foreign Minister Buzestl asserts that the Com¬ 
munist cabinet minister, Patrascanu, has surreptitiously held up 
laws already passed for the arrest of war criminals, while the 
Communist press attacks the government for inactivity. For fear 
of Communist criticism, the government, according to Buzestl, 
hesitates to oust as a group those whom he calls undesirable 
ministers, but plans to replace them with competent administra¬ 
tors one by one. Buzestl says that the Rumanian Communists claim 
to have full Russian support, but Stlrbey and other members of 
the government doubt that the Soviet Government actually directs 
the Rumanian Communists.

RUMANIA : Stlrbey Outlines Conditions for 
his Accept ance of Prime Ministry. 


The following statements were made by Prince Barbu Stlrbey to 
the OSS representative In Bucharest on 3 October: 

Stlrbey asserted that no official approach has yet been made 
to him regarding the possibility of his assuming the Prime 
Ministry. He asserted that he did not seek the position and 
that he would accept only under the following conditions: 

# I 

1. That the leaders of all the Rumanian political parties re¬ 
quest him to assume control and offer convincing assurances 
that they will give him their full support. 

2. That the parties agree to refrain from attacking one another 
during a period of six months. (According to Stlrbey, it 
would take six months to achieve conditions under which nor¬ 
mal democratic elections could take place. 

3. That he be enabled freely to choose his ministers as well 
as the principal officials of government departments, with 
the understanding that his appointees may Include, In addi¬ 
tion to representatives of the various political parties, 
good administrators without political background. 

4. That the trials of persons accused of war crimes be con¬ 
ducted 'in legal and orderly fashion. 

Stlrbey said that the Red Army has not molested his country es¬ 
tates, and that the Soviets have otherwise Indicated respect for 
his person and property.

NORWAY i Plan to Bud Troopg to Worth Finland. 


The 088 representative In Stockholm transmits the following 
Information from a reliable source: 

Norwegian authorities have sent a seoret emissary to Marshal 
vannerhelm to propose thnt two Norwegian battalions bo sent 
from Sweden to northern Finland to Join the Finnish forces In 
their attacks on the Oerrans. These battalions would be formed 
from men at the "police training" camps In Sweden. Mannerhelm 
has not yet replied to the suggestion, probably because he 
first must consult Colonel-General Andrei Zhndnnov, head of 
the Allied Control Commission In Finland. 

This proposal Indicates the Norwegians' desire to have Nor¬ 
wegian troops take part In the first move onto Norwegian soli, 
which they oellevo will cone froei northern Finland, and to 
avoid exclusive Soviet entry into north Norway. Finland has 
not as yet declsrod war on Germany, therefore It Is not cer¬ 
tain thnt she would pursue retreating German forces across hor 
frontier. If the Finns should accept the proposal, the plan 
would have to be revealed to the Cwodish Government In order 
to enable the Norwegian troops to leave Swoden. 

The 088 representative comments thnt the Germans, when they 
know of this plan, may infer that there Is little likelihood 
of an operation against Norway from the British Isles.

The 088 representative In Lisbon transmits the following re¬ 
port from a reliable and well placed source concerning 
Balasar'a negotiations with Morlto Morlshlma, Japanese Minis¬ 
ter to Portugal, /Horlshlma, formerly Consul Oeneral In New 
York, was repatriated on tho first Qrlpsholm exchange and 
has held his present post since November, 194-j/ 


On 8 September Balasar and Morlshlma had another meeting 
about Timor In which Balasar told the Japanese Minister that 
the problem must be straightened out quickly because of 
Increasing United States pressure. Balasar said that he 
was very reluctant to sever relations with Japan but added 
that developments In the Pacific war might at soeie future 
date compel him to do so. Ho stressed particularly that 
Portuguese sovereignty and Portuguese administration of 
Timor must be restored. 


Morlshlma replied that military considerations must ooaie 
first, but Insisted that his Government Intends to do every¬ 
thing possible to relieve tho situation, and would oonsent 
to withdraw some of Its troops from the Island. Morlshlma 
said he hoped Balasar would recognise the necessity of con¬ 
tinuing the occupation for the present. 

The Japanese Minister gained the Impression from this Inter¬ 
view that Balasar 1s very reluctant to sever relations, but 
If Balasar finds there Is no way to avoid such a step, he 
will Inform him In advance of tho Impending move. Morlshlma 
made a speolal trip to Madrid to Inform the Japanese mission 
In Bpsin of the substance of this talk with Balasar.

In May 1944 a new organlration of French parllamen- 
tarlana (duly elected members of tha French Benate and Chan- 
bar), calling ltaalf tha Conlta Rational daa Corpa Rlua da la 
Republlque, made oontaot with tha Allies. Tha movement sprang 
fron the larger group of parllanentarlana, who had divided In¬ 
to aaveral distinct camps on tha baale of their activities be¬ 
tween 1940 and 1943. 

Aside from the Communlata and the snail number of 
mombero who havo been In exile elnco 1940, tho pnrllementar- 
lann fall Into five groups. Tha first, reported to nunber 
about 200 , coeiprlaas the man who accepted official positions 
in tho Vichy regime and are In varying degrees Identified 
with the policy of collaboration. A aecond group, of unde¬ 
termined alee, contalna the man who did not hold governmental 
jobs under Vichy, but who otherwise compromised theneelves as 
collaborators. The largest group la composed of those who 
avoided all activities committing then to Vichy, but did not 
participate In resistance. A fourth group engaged In active 
resistance, and some of Its members left France in 1943 or 
1944 to work with tha FCHL. A fifth group of parliamentarians 
maintained oontact with one another and with members of tho 
non-parllamentarlan French elite, preparing plans for a return 
to a republican regime after Allied victory, participating In 
the active resistance, and maintaining a reserved attitude to¬ 
ward tho FCRL. 


In 1943 the proapeota of an early Allied victory stim¬ 


ulated all tho parliamentarians to lnoroased activity. Uncom- 
promlaed parliamentarians moved toward more active resistance 
•ml The FCWL. while those actively Identified with Vichy en- 
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republican legality and properly ahould assume local authori¬ 
ty at the tine of liberation In order to uphold the Republic 
ngalnat Vichy end, If necessary, against Coeununlsm. 


■The 80 * su»y be assumed to have lneluded sobs par- 
llaBontarlans who had remained completely Inactive as wall a 
sobs »ho had been active In resistance but disapproved of 
anti-parliamentarian and Communist tendencies in the Resist¬ 
ance and the FCNL. It dree heavily upon the reconstituted 
Booiallst Party, which has repeatedly endorsed the principle 
of excluding all parliamentarians who did not vote against 
Retain. 


The CoBlte Rational, emerging toward the end of 1943, 
followed the lead of "the 80 " in affirming the illegality of 
the Vichy regime and stressing the view that the legal conti¬ 
nuity of the Third Ropubllc was represented only In the parlia¬ 
mentarians who had not been compromised with Vichy. But the 
Comlte National sought to establish a broader base than that 
of "the 80 " by defining as compromised elements only parlia¬ 
mentarians who acoepted positions under Vichy, rather than all 
those who voted Tor Petaln In July 1940. This definition co¬ 
incided with the announced policy of the Radical Socialists, 
the political party from which the Comlte National seems to 
have drawn moat of Its followers. 


11. Composition and Connections of the_ C m i^_NatlonnU. 

The Comlte National claims to have enlisted 300 offi¬ 
cials. including nunlclpal and departmental council membora. 

11though It Includes some Socialists, some Deaocratea Popu¬ 
lates, and some Rightists, tba Comlte National's membership 
and leaders are predominantly Radical Socialist. Its Social¬ 
ist adherents are probably those who were excluded from the re¬ 
constituted Socialist Party btcause of having votad for Petaln. 

In terms of their activities between 1940 
the majority of Comlte National membsrs in all probability ere 
parliamentarians who have been totally Inactive for or against 
VlchY. and those who were In opposition but not entirely In ac¬ 
cord with the FCNL. One of Its leaders held s directorship In 
n Ministry under tho first Petaln Cabinet. Pome Bombers may 
have fceen y active in the organlted resistance but became alien¬ 
ated by anti-parllamentarlan or Communist tendencies In It.

Representing ltaelf to the Alllee ee possessing e 
powerful reeletenoe force In France, the Comlte National de¬ 
clared In May 1944 that the resistance organisation built 
around eleaents of the dissolved Armistice Army, the Organi¬ 
sation de Resistance de 1•Arose »RA) , had plaoed itself at 
the disposal of the Comlte National. 


The ORA. organised by the Deuxleae Bureau of the 
Armistice Arny, claims to have 45,000 men. Reports Indicate 
that this force, recruited largely from the middle class, has 
been Indoctrinated with Ideal of the extreme Right. At the 
beginning of 1943, the ORA kept Itself aloof from the Oaulllst 
Resistance Oroups and was even reported to be In contact with 
some Vichy clroles. However, toward tho end of 1943 a liaison 
between the ORA and the Oaulllet Secret Army was reported. 


The Comlte National olnlmed the complete support of 
French big business Interests. M. de Wendol, of the Comlte 
del Forges, was specifically mentioned. This olnlm Is con¬ 
firmed by reports that Comlte des Forges members, Including 
de Kendal, wero trying to penetrate anti-collaborationist 
groups by offers of financial and material support. 


The Comlte National has stated that It considers the 
Vichy regime to be without authority because It has exceeded 
the powers grafted to Petaln by the National Assembly's deci¬ 
sion of 10 July 1940. Unlike most FCNL Juridical theorists, 
tho Comlte National does not regard that deolslon itself un¬ 
constitutional. No indication has been glvjn that public offi¬ 
cials would be considered culpable for fulfilling tholr obli¬ 
gations to Vichy prior to tho Comlte National's 7 May 1944 
declaration of principles, relieving officials of their nlle- 
glnnce to Vichy. Thera is no evidonce of an sctunl connection 
botwecn Vichy and the Comlte National but It Is known thnt the 
Vichy Ministry of the Interior—and therefore the Gestapo— 
knew of the existence of the Comlte Notional. 


One member of the Comlte National Is also a member 
of the Consell National de Resietanoo, a directorial council 
composed of delegates of the Reslstence movements, the trade 
unions and the pollticel parties. This member is presumably 
admitted to the Consell as a representative of his political 
party not as a spokesman for the Comlte National as such. 

Jt is oerteln that the Comlte National, not organlred until 
1944, could not seriously claim to represent the bulk of the 
Resistance.

The Coalite national at thla tine expressed alarm over 
at oontrol in Realatance olrclea. It clalaied that it 
could nuater genuine realatance forces, and that tho Algiers 
ooNilttee was Inadequate to organise a union of French forces. 
It expressed a dealre Tor an effective, Independent llalaon 
with London and the Allied High Conntand. 


However, the Comlte Natlonal'a hope for establlah- 
lng dlreot political connection with the Allies Buffered a ae- 
vere blow when, In June, Oeneral Revera, head of the ORA, 
failed to aecure a direct llalaon between the ORA and the Al¬ 
lied High Command. Revera conveyed hla request early in the 
month, expreaalng mlatruat of the Gaulllat Intelligence 8er- 
vlcea under Colonel Paaay and Oeneral Koenig, and furthor aa- 
aerted that tho Conaell National de Realatance waa Communlst- 
nontrolled. Later, It waa reported from London that General 
Elsenhower had rejeoted ORA overtures, and had agreed to deal 
exclusively through General Koenig. Gonerel Koenig knew of 
tho ORA-Comlte National relationship, and In August wan re¬ 
ported to have placed Revera In a leas responsible position 
In the FFI. At any rate, tho ORA la now fighting as an In¬ 
tegral part of tho FFI. The failure of the ORA to achieve 
recognition as on essential. Independent Resistance force 
eliminated the Comlte Natlonal'a atrongeat bargaining point. 

Finally, In August, having failed to establish dl- 
reot contact with the Allies, tho Comlte National disavowed 
any Intention of seeking foreign support for Itself, and 
merely asked that the Alllea facilitate the establishment of 
a llalaon with Do Gaulle personally—as opposed to FCNL agenta 
Inside France whom It distrusted. It no longer had any expec¬ 
tation of taking over the government, but held to the funda¬ 
mental premise that at the moment of liberation Municipal and 
Oeneral Councils elected before the war should be restored to 
office and should wield authority prior to new elections. Tho 
Comlte National and the FCNL essentially agreed on thla posi¬ 
tion as well as on the necessity for purging the Councils. 
However, the FCNL believed that compromised elements should 
be dismissed and replacements made by the Commissioner for 
the Interior, acting on the advice of the Prefect and the De- 

C taental Commit tee of Liberation. The Comlte National, on 

other hand, originally had envisaged Itself as the national 
authority which would supervise the purge. By August it had 
modified its position, but declared that the Councils them¬ 
selves in cooperation with the FCNL should eliminate compro¬ 
mised members and should choose their successors by democratic 
procedure.

Actually, despite thalr early demands for over-all 
authority, tha Comlte National aa aarly at April 194A had be- 
*un nagotlatlons with tha Oaulliat movement Inside France for 
positions on tha Departmental Committees of Resistance and in 
tha post-liberation administration of France. Qlnce tha lib¬ 
eration of Franca, nothin* has been heard of this organisa¬ 
tion. Certain of its members, however, have emerged in posi¬ 
tions of some importance in post-liberation Frenoh politios. 
The new members of the Provisional Government, announced by 
Da Gaulle on 9 September, Included Georges Bldault. reportedly 
chairman of the Comlte National, and it is predicted in Paris 
that other parliamentarians will soon be appointed.

The 088 representative In Stockholm ha* transmitted the In¬ 
formation that the strongly pro-Hatl MlllUry Attache at the 
Hungarian (puppet) Legation In Stockholm. who returned from 
an offlolal visit to Hungary on 1 September, commented pes¬ 
simistically on the Hungarian political situation, as follow*i 

The Army Ooneral Staff, still strongly oriented towards Oer- 
many, la dissatisfied with tho appointment of Lakatos as Pre¬ 
mier, especially because he Is considered too pro-Brltish and 
not amenable to control by the military. 

The real power Is now In the hand* of Horthy (the Regent). 
Lakatos, and Bonosos (Minister of Interior). Horthy 1* al¬ 
legedly ashamed of earlier antl-Jewish measures. Though he 
Is still violently antl-Comaunlrt. Horthy would support 
Lakatos In the event of his adopting an antl-Nacl policy. 

The Oermans will try to stand at the Transylvanian Carpathians, 
and the Hungarians will try to defend the Bava district as well 
as the part of Yugoslavia now occupied by Hungarian troops.

The following report (sequel to reports dated 2 June, 20 July, 
and 22 July 1944) la a further summary of the views of the Co- 
mlte National (Comlte National des Corps Elus de la Republlque, 
a middle-of-the-road group of officials elected before the war, 
largely composed of members of the Radical Socialist Party) 
with fespect to French administration during and following the 
current period of liberation. It was submitted to OSS Bern by 
their representative. Dr. Mar.et, who has been Secretary General 
of the Radical Socialist Party since 1936i 

The emissary states that varying anti-Narl and antl-Vlchy view- 

C olnts are represented In the Comlte National) Its members unite 
n supporting democratic methods In contrast to despotic rule. 
All Communists, and such Socialists as have become collabora¬ 
tionists, are Ineligible for membership In the Comlte. On the 
other hand. Socialists who support the Resistance and the Coral- 
te National keep up a oontaot either directly or through their 
respective representatives on the National Council of Resist¬ 
ance (the higher council of Oaulllst Resistance groups). The 
executive committee of the Comlte National claims to represent 
not merely members of the Chamber of Deputies and the Senate, 
but also the looal municipal and departmental elected councils. 
These latter bodies have in general retained the confidence of 
the people. 

The best chance for the French populace to make Its will felt 
In the phase now opening lies In suitable recognition, at the 
moment of liberation, or Municipal and General Councils .elected 
before the war—that la, In so far as they are made up of men 
not compromised. Under the direction of the forces of occupa¬ 
tion and In cooperation with the FCNL, the councils themselves 
could eliminate compromised members and select successors by 
democratic procedure. 

The Comlte National makes much of its sympathy with the US pol¬ 
icy of refusing to recognise any regime not chosen by the people 
of France. They believe, nevertheless, that If all previously 
elected officials are dropped and others arbitrarily chosen— 

_the procedure which they say Is predicted by Oeneral de 

Gaulle^ delegates In France—it will be impossible for 
buy the French people to alve free expression to their will, 

*552 since men so appointed would have control over the elec¬ 
tor tlon results. Much water must pass under the bridge 













before Any eleotlona era held; but In tho Interim the nation'* 
business muat te attended to. If tho old elected offlciala are 
kept out of offieo while theae affairs are handled exclusively 

3 appointed offlciala, there la cause to fear the replacement 
the representative, democratic features of the national gov- 
ernment by somethin* more arbitrary. This will prevent the 
people fro® making their will really effective when election" 
are finally held. 

The Coolte National'a representative feels certain that the 
excessive criticism of the Third Republic by the Communists 
has aa lta aim the destruction of nil potential opponents. 

Aa proof, ho brings forward a letter signed by 27 Communists 
■ent to Marshal petaln at the time of the Fiom trlola, com¬ 
mending the Marshal for taking harsh asaasurea against offi¬ 
cials of the Third Pepubltc and offering to not as witnesses 
against them. He eraphaalres, however, that It Is not a ques¬ 
tion of the vlrtuos or vices of the Third Republic, but of a 
serious menace to the future or democracy In France--a menace 
which will he realised If the Municipal and General Councils 
are prevented from functioning during the crucial time betwaon 
the liberation and the holding of new elections. 

Tho Comlte National's representative Is Ln Intimate touch with 
M. Parodl, General de Gaulle's delegate In the occupied areas 
of France, and tho National Council of Peslstance, which In¬ 
cludes a representative of the Comitt National. He hna dis¬ 
cussed frankly theae matters with thorn, and It still convinced 
thnt the Communists exert a dominant Influence in the National 
Council of Resistance. Ho bollevos, furthermore, that even 
Parodl has been maneuvered Into a position from which ho la 
unable to pass on full information to Central de Gaulle. The 
General, ln all likelihood, has no Idea of the degree to which 
popular represantatlon hna been superseded by tho Communists, 
whose orders come from an unidentified source. The French na¬ 
tion Is not communlstically Inclined, as the Communists well 
know. Their game 1* therefore to seire the controls nt the 
very start! and they are greatly henrtonod by their success 
with tho National Council of Resistance. 

The executive committee or the Comlto Notional lo anxious to 
bring about a meeting between two of their men and General de 
Gaulle, ln whom they see a lender. The purpose of the meeting 
will be to talk ovor the questions confronting France. The 
committee Is not eeoklng the support of any foreign nation; 

It merely wants material facilities for the Journey contem¬ 
plated by their two representatives. Parodl has not boon able 
to arrange this for them, and they want to know whother 088 
could help them If their emissaries get to Madrid. Although 
the committee recognises the democratic views and the patriot¬ 
ism of Louis Marin, they consider him. to be too old and some- 
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what too conservative to give proper expression to their views. 
Moreover, they are not in contact with hiir. at the moment. 

The specific questions discussed by the OSS representative in 
Bern and Dr. Mazet, the Comite National emissary, were: 

1. Whatever procedure is followed in Brittany may well 

be taken as an indication of future general policy. Ex-Senator 
Le Corgeu, once Mayor of Brest, has been doing underground work 
in the vicinity of Rennes. Generals Giraud and de Gaulle, act¬ 
ing Jointly, appointed him Trustee of the Republic for all Brit¬ 
tany. The whole region is solidly behind him. It is reported 
that the Mayors of Dinan and St. Malo are now in Paris, and they 
could be of help to the Comite National if they could be secured. 
The Mayor of St. Malo, Gasnier-Duperc, is a Senator, formerly 
the Marine Minister, and evidently accepted as Mayor by the Na¬ 
tional Council of Resistance. Geistdoerfer, the Mayor of Dinan, 
is of Alsatian origin, and was put out of office by Vichy and 
then established, by the National Council of Resistance, as the 
authorized Mayor. He has had experience in administration, and 
was formerly Deputy from Cotes-du-Nord. Should such lenders be 
ignored by the De Gaulle committee or the National Council of 
Resistance, the restoration of order in Brittany would receive 
a set-back and the rest of the country would regard it as an 
ominous precedent. Feeling has been aroused in France by Al¬ 
giers’ reported appointment of Jean Cassou and Dunoyer de Se- 
gonzac for a district in the southwest of France. The former 
is a decadent author communirtically inclined; the latter was 
a fervent backer of Petain's National Revolution. 

2. It is the firm conviction of the executive committee 
of the Comite National that the attempt to place the real re¬ 
sponsibility for the downfall of France on the democracy of 
the Third Republic is really an attack on democracy in general. 
The real responsibility, they feel should fall squarely on 
Fascists and Fascist sympathizers in the French Army, and on 
members of the Crdx de Feu end Cagoulards, who had Communist 
assistance. 

3. The national Council of Resistance is beginning to 
show more willingness to compromise with chosen representa¬ 
tives who declined to work with Vichy; but the Communists, who 
are set on eliminating the representatives of the people, are 
thwarting every attempt at conciliation made by the Council. 
Should Blum and Daladler escape the clutches of the Nazis and 
the mlllce . the Communists would gladly dispoee of them. 
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4. Oeneral da Pevers. Do Gaulle's military representa- 
tlva in Franco, was obliged to oontond with two representa¬ 
tives of the National Council of Resistance during hlo com¬ 
mand In Bouthwoot Franco. Those men, Foueha and Pa Hard by 
name. revoaled that they woro far more lntorostod in laying 
tho foundations Tor a French revolution than they wore In 
fighting tho Germans. Oonoral Koenig sent Do Pavers word to 
explain hie connection with the Comlte National's executive 
committee. Later, Do Rovers was recalled to Paris and given 
a minor advisory post, his position in Southwest Franco being 
taken over by Rolls, who, according to Pe Pavers, la a Com¬ 
munist. 

5. At the approximate time of the Allied Invasion of 
Normandy, the Germans arrested Oonoral Olldas, Paris com¬ 
mander of th- French Forces of the Interior, a first-rate 
man, together with Pecherle, his advisor, and their staff. 

The Comlte National representative feels there is strong 
reason to suspect that the Communists gave then away. The 
arrest of these men gave basis Tor the Incorrect report thnt 
Do Pavers himself had been taken Into custody.

HUNGARY « Promlnsnt Hungarian's Account of Internal Conditions; 

Ma kes Ambl t &ous plans for. Hungajyls t\y.e,_ 


The following is a resiime.of a report, transmitted by 
OSS Bern, from a most prominent Hungarian who occupied a very 
responsible position before the Nazis Invaded Hungary: 

Internal Conditions : Weesenmeyer, the German Minis¬ 
ter, and the Oestapo are in control of the country. The Gestapo 
supports Lasslo Baky (Secretary of State in the Ministry of In¬ 
terior) and Endre (in charge of Jewish affairs in the Ministry 
of Interior^; Weeseruneyer is supporting Irnredy (present Minister 
for Economic Affairs). The Gestapo seems to have the upper hand. 
Source complains that everything is now lost that he has strug¬ 
gled to save in Hungary. 

No relianae can be placed on the workers and peasants. 
Nine-tenths of the working populations now support the Nazis, 
particularly in those areas where US aviators have been machine- 
gunning the population, dropping toys loaded with explosives and 
carrying on poisoning. /The source is evidently susceptible to 
standard Oertnan propaganda^/ One-half of the upper classes is 
in Jail, while the remainder is intimidated. 



The occupation of Hungary by the Germans has bettered 
the country's international position instead of making it worse. 
Although the Nazis found the Hungarians receptive to their ide¬ 
ology because of the people's fear of Communism, the Jewish 
question, the Treaty of Trianon, and the fohlish propaganda by 
the British, still Hungary is the only satellite country which 
opposed Germany. It was only by force of arms that the occupa¬ 
tion was effected; Rumania did not do as much. 

Eighty percent of the army is still dependable, but 
only two or three weak divisions are presently in Hungary* the 
best units are on the Soviet front. 

Admiral Horthy : Although Baky engineered the unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt at the Regent's life, he is still a free man. 
The prospects for the immediate future are (1) military dic¬ 
tatorship in case that the Admiral survives, or (2) the 
assumption of the Regency by Imredy. If these alterna- 
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tIves do not occur, then (?) the existing state of anarchy will 
lead to Oormany'B establishing a Protectorate. Th« Pegent Is 
■ till struggling ahead, but he la without support and la think¬ 
ing of resigning. In caae that Admiral Horthy were able to get 
out of Hungary, aouroe wlahea to know whether recognition would 
be extended to him. Source asks about the possibility of estab¬ 
lishing a government In Portugal, Sweden, Turkey, or some other 
neutral country. It la necessary that cooperitlon not be ex¬ 
tended to any government other than the legitimate one of tho 
period before 19 March. 8ource hleaelf cannot get out of Hun¬ 
gary now. 


Concerning the future , source auggesta that foreign 
soldiers should not be used to create order In the country, 
should the Nar.ls evneunte Hungary without a struggle. In the 
event that Hungory should becomo a scone of fighting, even then 
only soldiers should enter the country, not political agencies. 
Admiral Horthy should be allowed to remain In the country. 

Source states that the only possible post-war program 
for Hungary Is an orthodox liberal national lam, together with i.n 
energetic policy of social rofora. Knrolyl or Denes are wholly 
unacceptable! to Hungary. As far ns Archduke Otto Is concerned, 
however, the situation Is different. Otto Is tho rightful heir, 
and if the restoration of the monarchy looms to be foaslble, It 
would be woll to start activity for It now. Otto will not re¬ 
ceive nny U8 backing till after the Presidential election, hence 
tho campaign must not bo premature. 

An effort should be made to preserve the present Hun- 

( arian territory, putting off a final settlement for the futuro. 
o one can predict such ultimate settlement. There may be an 
Austrlan-Cseoh federation. Sourco envisages that Hungary *»y 
become a monarchy whoso different nationalities will be given 
autonomy. Transylvania may be given the status of n canton, 
and the same might be done with Croatia. One could dispose 
completely of the Hungarian problem by shifting some one mil¬ 
lion persons. 

/The OBS representative in Bern observes that the original 
communication indicated that the source was desperate and 
woofled when he composed It. OSS enalysts in Washington 
caution that a great deal of tho Information seems to rep¬ 
resent special pleading rather than reliable observation, 
and that the recommendations for tho future appear rather

The same construction group which built the 
runways for the secret weapon at Roubaix and 8t. Quen¬ 
tin went on to construct similar installations near 
Bethune-Le-Chateau, Douai, Tournai, Thielt, Roussel, 
Aare, Ghent, and later also at Breda. The massive¬ 
ness of these Installations, the bargemen say, indi¬ 
cates a weapon much more elaborate than the present 
robot bomb. No outsider is permitted to come in the 
vicinity of these installations, and even construc¬ 
tion materials were unloaded at some distance. 

Damage done to canal locks prevented the ar¬ 
rival in Rouen from Paris of barges loaded with lime, 
which were to be sunk in the 8eine to block the en¬ 
trance.

The following Is an account of a lengthy Interview which Stojan 
Prlblchevlch, U8 correspondent with Tito's forces, had with the 
Marshal on 14 July, and of his Impressions of the Partisan re¬ 
action to the agreement with Subaalch: 

Talking of the Inclusion of Vukosavljevlch and Maruslch In the 
new 8ubaslch Government, Tito stated frankly that It was British 
propaganda that described these two men as his personal represen¬ 
tatives In the Government. They are In the Government merely to 
see that the Tlto-Subaslch agreement Is carried out exactly ac¬ 
cording to Its teras, and are neither Tito's nor the National 
Committee's representatives. Prlblchevlch believes that their 
Inclusion In the Oovernaent Is an experiment to see whether It 
will be possible eventually to merge the Royal Government and 
the National Committee. 

Tito stated that the British attempts to assoolate him closely 
with the Royal Government of Yugoslavia at such an early time 
annoyed him very much. In fact, Tito told Prlblchevlch this 
was a plot, organized by certain elements In Britain, to dis¬ 
grace him by associating his name with the emigre Oovernaent. 
Mihailovich, he seld, had received similar treatment. 

At the time of the Interview with Tito, the first reports on the 
Partisan reaction to the Tlto-Subaslch agreement were beginning 
to come In. The rank and file of the Croatian, Serbian and Slo¬ 
venian Partisans expressed their misgivings, but refrained from 
directly criticizing the National Committee. Prlblchevlch 
states that one does not realize abroad that the common Parti¬ 
sans' attitude toward the emigres Is much more radical than 
that of the National Committee. Tito was forced to the agree¬ 
ment with 8ubaslch, Prlblchevlch declares, by International 
circumstances rather than by the domestic situation, and he 
thereby stood to lose among the Partisans rather than to gain. 

A year ago the Partisan masses might have accepted the agree¬ 
ment with more willingness, but they have since become embit¬ 
tered against the Oovernment-ln-Rxlle because of several 
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happenings. For example, they greatly rosont the fact that, 
at the height of the Oermnn offensive last winter, tho Oovern- 
rnent-ln-Exlle branded Tito as a "war criminal" and tho National 
Liberation movement as a "movement of terrorlstlo violence". 

The Partisans realise that the authority of tho Oovernaent-ln- 
Exlle stems largely from Its recognition by the Allies, since 
It has no support among the Partisans at home. When Prlblohe- 
vtch visited Bosnia, he found that some of tho older peasants 
would welooae a reconciliation botwoon King Petor and Tito, 
but oven among these men Tito would get the vote if they had 
to make a cholco. 

Prlblchovlch Is convinced that It was Tito's strong personal 
prestige that made his followers agree to tho Bubnslch pact. 
However, to keep this popular support, tho National Committee 
has to do much explaining. The strongest objections to tho 
agreement were raised by the Croatian Peasant Party, the Ser¬ 
bian Independent Democrats, and the Slovenian Liberals. On 
the other hand, the Communist Party, the best disciplined and 
most realistic one in the entire movement, has accepted the 
agreement. /Other sources suggest that tho USSR has boon un- 
enthdslastlc about tho agreement, viewing it ns a victory for 
British policy. It is therefore questionable whethor Tito 
and the Communist Party in Tugoslavla are more favorabln to 
the agreement than the more conservative followers of Tlto.,7 

The Partisan leaders believe that they cannot overestimate tho 
Importance of making a success of the agraoment with tho fluba- 
sloh Oovernmont. They are convlncod that failure now would re¬ 
sult In suoh pressure from tho Partisan rank and file that the 
Cosualttee would be prevented from any further negotiations with 
tho Oovernment-ln-Exlle.

Enfiere arrived In Switserland 
secretly to carry out a project for Harriot and his friends. 

At the time of Itoflere's departure, Harriot was in good mental 
and physical health, and Enfiere did not believe the oft-re¬ 
peated rumor that Henlot has since died. However, in the event 
of Harriot's death, Enfiere claimed It was even more important 
that he meet with Marin. He had two letters of credence, one 
written at Harriot's request by Harriot's brother-in-law, M.. 
Rebatel, the other from Harriot himself, stating* "I have con¬ 
fidence, Enfiere, that you will act according to my best Inter¬ 
ests." Enfiere, wishing to go first to London and then to Al¬ 
giers, asked Marin to make seoret arrangements for him to 
travel by plane from France. He stated that his friend Oeorges 
Bidault /leading Frenoh journalist with liberal Catholic polit¬ 
ical affiliations during the Third Republlo/, chairman of the 
Comlte National des Corps Elus de la Republlque /a recently 
formed parliamentary opposition group In Metropolitan France 
advocating a return to the Institutions of the Third Republic, 
and composed of several hundred former parliamentarians, the 
majority of whom are believed to be Radical Socialists/, very 
muoh wanted him to make the trip. Enfiere reiterated that re¬ 
gardless of whether Harriot is alive or dead, he (Enfiere) had 
the backing of Harriot's supporters for the Institution of a 
democratic and parliamentary republlo. According to Enfiere, 
this still constitutes a powerful force among the French peo¬ 
ple, and the Harriot group desired to Inform Republic support¬ 
ers of their opinions regarding the formation of a government, 
control of the press, and eleotlon procedures. Biflere's mes¬ 
sage ended with the statement that Harriot believes Marin to be 
one of the people working for the restoration of a democratic 
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Rated A-2 : Source indicated verbally that he was a 
supporter or General de Gaulle, inasmuch as it was necessary 
to reoognize him as the person who upheld the honor of France. 
However, he stated that ne and his associates want to make 
oertaln that Oeneral de Gaulle really plans to submit him¬ 
self to the decision of the nation. Consequently, they de¬ 
sire to have genuine republicans surrounding De Gaulle.

IRAQ : Kurds Near Revolt; Measures of Suppression 

The OSS representative In Baghdad reports that during the govern¬ 
ment crisis the palace was beaelged with telegrams from all the 
Kurdish factions asking for the reinstatement of their Minister 
Majid. Hie Regent, having selected the new cabinet, has received 
a stem notloe from the city of Hit stating that he personally 
will be held responsible for the cabinet's survival and for its 
actions. When the Kurds found their remonstrances wero of no 
avail, they sent a final telegram reiterating all the promises 
made by Jfuri to the Kurds In May, and requesting a prompt state¬ 
ment as to whether the government intends to Implement the terms 


striotly. Majid, protesting loyalty 



explained that if the Kurds are refused their demands, they will 
begin a campaign of oivil non-cooporatlon, followed by passive 
disobedlenoe. If this falls they will sabotage works and communi¬ 
cations, and then break out In armed revolt. 

Meanwhile, the Regent held council with ailing Prime Minister 
Paohlchl, who Is confined to bed. It was decldod to entrust 
the task of pacifying the Kurds to Arshad, former mayor of 
Baghdad, now In the Cabinet. Majid lnfomed the Regent that 
further talk would do no good. It was at length decided to 
send Paohlchl north over the week end In the hope that this 
gesture and some more talk would hold things over until the 
Regent gets baok. 

Tahsln All, the Defense Minister, believes that the only proce¬ 
dure to follow Is to huve the Iraki Army ocoupy Kurdistan In a 
rapid surprise summor campaign, so as to disarm all the Kurdish 
tribes. If the Kurds have no assistance from tho British or Rus¬ 
sians, they will be orushed within a few months, beoauae the army 
is bettor trained and reinforced. 

It la reported that Majid is scheduled for arrest, and that 
Mulls Mustapha, the Kurdish leader, Is about to be hanged or 
exiled.

FRANCE: Not on on Normandy 

Tho following Information oomoa from an ontiroly rollabl# oouroo who 
opont 84 hourn In a Brltloh-ooouplod aootor of Uu Normandy front. Ho 
Interviewed many local Fronohraon, Including tho Mayor of a rooontly 
captured town, and apoko with u do sen natives who had Just oomo through 
the Oeraan linen. 

Aooordlng to nouroo, there In overwhelming ovidenoo that tho Oormann woro 
caught completely by nurprlne. Freparatlonn for defenne were lnoonploto, 
and boro ovidenoo of having boon atartod, on any largo aoalo, during 
tho pant 90 days. Some mine fields, for lnntanoo, ntlll were marked with 
the warning "Anhtung". 

It la generally believed by both Prenoh and Oormann that thin landing 
la only tho first of a aarlen, and that the next one will be at pas do 
Calais. 


Souroe received information from all sides regarding tho Oormann* nevoro 
ganollne shortage, which haa tied up mechanised units in many noctorn. 

There wan avidonoo that the Oerman Army had oxporlonoed a groat deal of 
trouble with the looal labor nupply, and woro forced to omploy chlldron 
9 and 10 yearn old in building glider obntructlonn. 

Whllo there han boon no forood or voluntary evaouatlon of civilians from 
thin particular area, tho noise of continuous firing has "put tho Prenoh 
in a bad state mentally". Otherwise tho looal population appoars well 
clothed and fed. Thero In no food shortage apparent in tho restaurants, 
although prloos are vory high, especially under tho now rate of exchange. 
Souroe states that the wine oellar of the Lion D'Or hotel Is excellent. 

No men of military aga wore seen except for several groups of foreigners, 
Polos and Caeohn, oho had Just arrived, stating that they had boon em¬ 
ployed by the Oormann no forood labor bohlnd the lines nnd had taken ad¬ 
vantage of the oonfuslon to escape. Many young children and Infante woro 
In ovidenoo, suggesting mixed Qorman-Prenoh parentage, but souroe reports 
that the oonduot of the Qeraan eoldlers in general was considered extremely 
oorreot. 


DeOaullo is regarded ao a symbol of Prenoh resistance, bit doos not seem 
to arouse much enthusiasm ae an Individual or as a political loader. Pe- 
taln Is not hated by tho majority of persons with whom souroe spoke; he 
Is regarded merely aa a poor, tirod, old man. A picture of him In the 
ig . ' X-Q^Tloo had been replaced by one of Marshal Pooh.

On ths day of tho Allied landings in rrsnos, • prom¬ 
inent and responsible Informant In Algiers reworked, "One of 
the gravest errors Americans could commit Is to promise food 
nnd medical supplies to the civil population unless tho prom- 
ise is to be fulfilled." 

Tho informant, Professor Jean Alacard, snldi "The 
four mistakes that have most hurt American prestige among the 
civil population of Algiers nret (l) Darlan. (2} Oiraud, 

(3) failure to provide promised essential medical supplies, 
and (A) failure to supply promised food. Repetition of any 
of these mistakes In France will be very damaging to Franco- 
Amorloan relations." Before the American landing in Africa 
all medtcal supplies came from France. Now surgical opera¬ 
tions are performed without nnesthetlcs or proper antiseptics, 
he asserted. 

Prof. Alaserd is a professor at tho University of Al¬ 
giers. Curator of tho Museum or Beaux Arts, editor of the two 
most Influential magar.lnes In Algeria, and one or the organis¬ 
ers of France-Amorlque. He Is politically conservative nnd 
very pro-American.

FRANCE; Comlte national:_ Its plana and Political Alas. 


The following Information comes from a reliable source 
In Bern, evaluated as "A", with considerable army, political, 
and business (railroad) experience under the Third Republic. 

This report, dated 2 June 1944, Is submitted as a sequen to the 
report on the same subject dated 15 May 1944. Attention Is 
called to the comments appended from OSS officers In Bern and 
Washington. 

1. The Comlte National Is headed by fourteen deputies 
and senators. It Is supported by about three hundred parliamen¬ 
tarians and Is In close touch with the Consells Generaux And 
Munlclpaux In considerable areas of France. While the group 
Includes some Socialists and some rightists. It Is chiefly 
drawn from the Radical Socialist Party. It requests that Louis 
Marin be considered Its representative And that he be consulted. 

/5S8 Comment: Louis Marin, the former rightist 
parliamentarian and minister of state, Is now In 
London, where he has asserted that nil anti-col¬ 
laborationist Frenchmen are GaulllstSj7 

2. The Comlte National has adopted as Its platform 
the maintenance In France of a democratic constitutional frame¬ 
work, the expulsion of the Nazis, resistance to arbitrary gov¬ 
ernment whether from the left or the right, and an active cam¬ 
paign to avoid the danger of civil war. 


3. The Comlte National acknowledges de Gaulle as 
chief of the Army and stands reedy to put all Its Influence in 
his hands to liberate France. However, the Comlte National 
thinks of itself as the constitutional representative of France 
until elections can be held. It would be willing to have 

de Gaulle set up a temporary government, subject to constitu¬ 
tional safeguards, for the purpose of holding elections, In the 
event that he reaches France as the Army head. 

4. The Comlte National criticizes the Algiers Commit¬ 
tee severely, especially the pretensions of such men as Bnmanuel 
d'Astler de la Vlgerie, Andre le Troquer, and others who claim 
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to speak for metropolitan France. They resent the tendency 
allegedly evidenced by the Algiers Committee to choose adven¬ 
turers for prefects' posts, and think that military operations 
would be hindered by their presence in France. They are also 
critical of a certain M. Parodi, a civil representative of the 
FCNL in France, who, they say, lacks experience. Nevertheless, 
they have made contact with Parodi and are trying to establish 
some basis for common action. 

5. The Comite National is alarmed over the extent of 
the control acquired by Communists in resistance circles, fear¬ 
ing that the Communists would eventually dominate if any at¬ 
tempt was made to set up an authoritarian regime. The Comite 
is afraid that, regardless of its enthusiasm, Resistance "is 
not serious-minded and discourages solid persons". 


6. The Comite National is working closely with Gen¬ 


eral Revers, the Goullist representative whose Job is to or¬ 
ganize the regular army forces and collect materiel. It is 
also working with Revers' assistant, Colonel Dugarreou, in 
the Paris area, and with Colonel Navarre, who is chief of 
Revers' Deuxleme Bureau. 


7. The Comite National and its affiliates believe 


that, since they represent a majority of the known anti-collab¬ 
orationist elected representatives, they can muster genuine re¬ 
sistance and can guarantee the cooperation of trained, renpons- 
ible and devoted administrators. They accordingly ask to be 
consulted with respect to plans for the administration of lib¬ 
erated areas. The Comite adds that it has close affiliations, 
not only in Radical Socialist districts, but with leading per¬ 
sons in the regions south to La Rochelle, Brittany and La Ven¬ 
dee. These persons do not trust Algiers but are anti-collabo¬ 
rationist. The Committee is also in close touch with Pierre 
de Chambrun, who wields great personal influence in his depart¬ 
ment in spite of his years. 

8. The Comite National seeks to establish effective 
liaison with London in order to advance military cooperation 
with de Gaulle and to give the invading armies the full support 
of all groups. In addition, they look to us for help in re¬ 
establishing democracy and constitutional government in France. 


9. The Comite National is ready to dispatch a respons¬ 


ible representative to any place deemed suitable by the Allied 
High Command. It affirms that it is not opposed to de Gaulle. 
It is aware of the delicacy of our position with respect to the 
vrNT. and does not wish to make our task more difficult. It be-

The following is a general analysis of the French situation 
as submitted on 3 June 1944 by the source of the subject re¬ 
port. It, of course, reflects the general point of view es¬ 
poused by the advocates of the Comlte National. 


A growing number of people In France are returning to the tried 
ways of democracy. They observe the disasters which the extrem¬ 
ists, both radical apd reactionary, have brought upon France. 
These people will consent to any compromise which may be re¬ 
quired to place the two powerful forces In the political life 
of France in balance with each other. These two powerful forces 
are tradition and revolution. France will be able to realize 
her complete existence once more only If she effects a balance 
between these two forces. 


Marshal Petaln is simply a puppet In the hands of the Nazis and 
Pierre Laval has lost all Importance. The one time that Petaln 
received acclaim on his recent Journey to Rouen was when he 
showed himself at the side of an Archbishop who Is known to be 
supporting the liberation groups. 

Laval's adherents are being pushed Into the background. It is 
believed that Lemolne will be succeeded by Demand. The police 
chiefs are now exclusively members of the llllltla. 


In the larger towns, there are still some remnants of the old 
groups of collaborationists who have been reinforced by adher¬ 
ents of Jacques Dorlot, Cagoulards, and former members of the 
Croix de Feu. However, their numbers have lessened and their 
sole plan for the future is to utilize the confusion for their 
own safety. 


There are speculators and opportunists In the Resistance organ¬ 
izations who are exploited by Algiers and who exploit Algiers 
in turn. There are numerous Idealistic patriots In the resist¬ 
ance groups, as well, but the other types are more noticeable 
to thd* public and some of them are compared, to their detriment, 
with the Comatnlsts because of their waste of funds which shocks 
the economical French people. The Communists always have funds 
to provide for their activities, but they live on a reasonable 
soale. It Is to be regretted, however, that the goal of the 
Communists la the dictatorship of the working class and civil 
strife—not the freedom of their countryci:ussiriiD 
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The Conununists create the Impression that the number of their 
adherents in France is much greeter than it really is. It is 
definitely less than it was in 1936, although it is greater 
than in June 1941. In spite of the fact that the Communists 
allege that their strength among the railroad workers is 50% 
or more, the most competent data which can be obtained reveals 
that it does not amount to more than 7 or 8%. They have a well- 
developed machine, are thoroughly disciplined and ready for any 
eventuality. 

Among those of moderate view, it is not likely that more than 
one in ten still supports the Vichy Government. A number of 
them have transferred their support to the FCNL. However, the 
overwhelming majority are still withholding their allegiance. 
They are sympathetic to the Resistance movement as the instru¬ 
ment of France's liberation, but they feel that until a regime 
worthy of their loyalty is established they can be of greater 
service by trying to keep order whenever possible. They per¬ 
form their duty despite great hardships and many dangers. Vio¬ 
lence for its own sake does not appeal to them. There is a ten¬ 
dency to return to the old political parties as they were at the 
time when powerful democratic principles still evoked an enthus¬ 
iastic response. 

The regular Army is led by officers whom De Gaulle selected, and 
it is making reports to the FCNL. The majority of the elements 
which were scattered in 1940 are being drawn back into the Array. 
There is a universal wish to return to a state of order, disci¬ 
pline and responsibility. 

The moment for extremists is over. It has taken the moderates 
a long time to recuperate from their reverses in 1940. But 
they have by now recovered. It would augur well for the unity 
of Algiers and metropolitan France if there were a good under¬ 
standing between the chosen representatives of France and the 
regular Army under De Gaulle's leadership. However, this unity 
has not yet been effected. De Gaulle is a symbol. In him each 
man sees only what he wishes to sec. The moderates consider 
him to be the supreme leader of French forces. Some people 
consider him a general of the Popular Front, while to others 
he is simply another Bonaparte. General de Gaulle is aware of 
this fact and he will undoubtedly act accordingly. The moder¬ 
ates are, first of all, Frenchmen. Any alliance which moves 
in a direction opposite to France's democratic heritage will 
receive no support of any kind from them.

Source was asked by General Revers to submit, for transmission 

to General Headquarters In Londqn, the following comments: 

1. Due to the fact that General Revers is unaccompanied by a 
representative either from the War Office or from General 
Elsenhower, and that his contact with London is Inadequate, 
his capaolty for organising military forces of metropolitan 
French troops is being hindered. It Is absolutely essen¬ 
tial that liaison of this nature be set up. 

2. The Communists receive too great a share of the arms which 
the Allies supply via parachute. 

• 

3. General Revers is centering his attention on efforts to or¬ 
ganize forces In a general region based on the Massif Cen¬ 
tral, extending south to the Mediterranean and west to the 
Atlantic. Headquarters will be In the neighborhood of Albi. 

4. General Revers complains that Insufficient cooperation 1s 
being accorded him by Colonel Passy's London office, and 
that he has cause to suspect that the Allies do not receive 
in their original state the reports transmitted by him 
through Passy. /5SS Comment: 8ource stressed the fact 
thnt he has complete confidence in General Revers, who Is 
said to enjoy the full support of General de Gaulle^/ 


There follows a summary of the memorandum recently sent to De 
Gaulle by General Revers, concerning the peril attendant upon 
the Infiltration Into the Resistance Movement of Communist el¬ 
ements: 

# I 

"The Communist Party is trying to obtain a leading position 
in the Resistance Movement, keeping its eye on the chaotic per¬ 
iod which will ensue upon France's liberation. The Communist 
Party realizes that it represents only a small French minority, 
but It is well-manned, organized, and disciplined, and possesses 
effective tools for action. The Communists have attracted French¬ 
men from all classes, .either by means of their organization of 
the Front National or by an appeal to patriotism. As a result, 

25< of the Front National is Communist at the present time. This 
condition also exists with respect to the Francs-Tireurs-Partisans, 
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which Is the fighting force of the Front National. Neverthe¬ 
less, the Front National Is always represented In the Resist¬ 
ance Movement by disciplined Communists. These are the facts: 
There are twenty-one members in the Conseil Notional de Re¬ 
sistance, but only five members are included in its active 
bureau. Villon, who is a dyed-in-the-wool Communist, is its 
guiding influence. Villon is the representative of the Front 
National as well as of the CGT (Confederation Generale du 
Travaile). Actually, the CNR is Villon. In addition he is 
a member of the Military Committee of Action made up of three 
members. This situation arises in every phase of resistance. 

We observe that the FTP demanded the posts or Head of the Gen¬ 
eral Staff and of Military Chief in the Rennes, Paris and Lille 
areas. Tho Communists have a working majority in almost all of 
the local groups. The war against Germany is only of secondary 
importance to them since they are looking ahead to mass activ¬ 
ity, preparing general strikes, and the like. The Communist 
Party is counting on the fact that the bourgeois elements will 
have undergone graver suffering than they, which will allow the 
Communists to seir.e power during the period after the Nails 
leave and before the Allies and tho French come in."

1. OSS Bern has held to the opinion right along that Gaulllsm rep¬ 
resents the outstanding aggressive element in France at the 
present time and that, if we are faced with a choice between 
supporting Gaulllsm and other groups at the beginning of a mil¬ 
itary operation, we will have to support the Gaulllsts. This 
fact is fully appreciated by the Coalte national and they are 
evidently desirous of bridging the gap between the Gaulllsts 
and tne middle-road, Parliamentary, church, middle-class group. 
The Comlte National maintains that many of their members are 
Parliamentarians who voted against awarding full powers to 
Petaln, and that others among their members are Parliamentar¬ 
ians who later rejected collaboration, although they had pre¬ 
viously voted for Petaln. 

2. OSS Bern agrees that the Algiers Committee per se does not have 

the complete support of the French people and that it is consid¬ 
erably less strong than De Gaulle, but believes that it would be 
unwise to allow the Idea to arise that we are cool towards De 
Gaulle, or at odds with him. ‘ 

3. Because of their 1940 abdication, and the loss of standing of a 
number of members, the constitutional argument of the Parliamen¬ 
tarians—that of still holding the legal right to represent 
France—does not impress OSS Bern, which believes, however, that 
a considerable number of these non-collaborationist Parliamentar¬ 
ians wield a great deal of authority locally and that if the gap 
between the moderates and the Gaulllsts could possibly be bridged, 
the solidarity and effectiveness of French assistance would be 
greatly Increased. If. on the other hand, we are ever forced to 
choose between the Gaulllsts and the Parliamentarians, OSS Bern 
feels that we will have to support the Gaulllsts. The moderates 
could naturally use as their spokesmen and leaders those men who 
voted against full powers. This would in no way be prevented by 
the vigorous part the Comite National has had in the movement. 

4. In the opinion of OSS Bern, there is some foundation of truth in 
' the criticism of the Resistance Movement, although it Is exag¬ 
gerated. The estimate of the Communist and extreme left-wing re¬ 
sistance factions is obably correct, although it is doubted 


that they represent 
moderates.

1. There Is no significant Independent evidence of 
the power or extent of the Comlte National organization. In 
view of this fact, It must be assumed that the claims advanced 
by the Comlte National as to its present actual Influence may 
well be overdrawn. In particular, the claim that the Comlte 
National can "muster genuine resistance" seems doubtful, In 
view of the repeated expressions In these Comlte National doc¬ 
uments against the active resistance because it "is not sorious- 
minded and discourages solid persons", or because it tends away 
from "a state of order, discipline and responsibility". 

2. The Comlte National would appear to be primarily 
a group of Third Republic politicians, predominantly Radical 
Socialist, who understand that their political future requires 
that they support De Gaulle but hope to keop the Resistance 
leaders and the FCNL out of power. They seo In the non-reoog- 
nition of the FCNL a prospect of gaining the Allied support 
which, they believe, might activate their organization, thus 
far lacking any wide support. This group has as Its spokesmen 
Parliamentarians and other officials who opposed the grant of 
full power to Potaln; but, as it admits, It includes many who 
collaborated for longer and shorter periods, and could thus 
become an obvious haven for Vichyltes. 


3. The fact that the Comlte National seems anxious 
to exploit the name of Do Gaulle In every way short of enter¬ 
ing Into political commitments to him — in particular, that 
It Is drawing a distinction between De Oaulle and the FCNL 
which De Gaulle himself oould clearly not accept — Indicates 
the continued personal strength of De Oaulle In Franco, ns well 
as the power of the organizations which acknowledge his leader¬ 
ship.

The following statement le ettrlbuted to e high Oerman 
offloeri 

There le an evor-growlng feeling of oeperetlon betwoon the 
Oeraen army and the population at home. The government, deaplte 
all lto propaganda efforta, haa not auooeeded In bridging thla 
gap. The Individual aoldlor haa ondured ao muoh aufrerlng, only 
to aee everything oollapao, that ho now tonda to bellevo In 
nothing. He does not believe In vlotory, he dooo not bolleve 
In the Oreator Ooraany. An lwnonao wave of akeptlolam haa on- 
ilra, and thla la oaualng aerloue oonoern to the High 



One indication whloh haa particularly alarmed the High 
Consaand la the fact that an lnoreaalng number of aoldlera 
refuae to talce their leave and return home. An inquiry whloh 
waa dlocreotly made by tho ordera of the High Conmand to aa- 
oertaln the oausea of Uila atrange and disquieting faot haa 
tended to Indicate that there la not ono reason, but a whole 
aorlea of reaaona. Some do not wioh to return homo beoauae 
there lo no home and thoy oonaldor that It would bo too tragio 
to paaa their leave In some haatlly-oonatruoted barraoka or 
with atrongora. Othera explain that It would cause them too 
much Buffering to oeo their wlvea working all the day long In 
the faotory, worn out morally and physically. Othera explain 
that tho abnormal life which ono leada In Oormnny, the efforta 
there to profit by tho periods betwoon bombardments to steal a 
little pleasure, ftlla them with dlaguat and they do not wlah 
to share It. 

According to the offloer who made thlo roport, it la thla 
state of mind whloh explains the faot that in many oaaoo the 
Oeman soldier fights with deoporato abandon, roruolng to sur¬ 
render In altuationa whore thero la no way out, preferring to 
die at hlo post. However, eooordlng to the sane offloer, it 
la a vory dangeroua phenomenon beoauoo the courage of despair 
la a precarious state of mind, and oan bo followed at a given 
moment by a oomplete and total oollapao.

The OSS repreeentAtlve In Bern reporta that otepa are being 
taken to give the Herman Legation there a more definitely 
Maal-68 oharaoter. Aooordlng to reports, the Proas Attache 
la to be replaced shortly by a certain’ Prince Yon Orach. 
Prince von Urach waa formerly correspondent of the VOFUC- 
IRCHKB I1E0DACHTEB In Tokyo, and «aa then employed In the 
Forolgn Office aa a companion for Important peraonalltloa 
visiting Germany. At one time ho waa attached to Mussolini. 
He la an 86 man and In tho Intelligence Service, and It la 
aald that ho la being sent horo to try to prevent any recur¬ 
rence In Swltrorlond of anything In tho nature of the Wor- 
nohren lnoldent In Turkey. Meanwhile on verloua pretexts 
an effort will be made to get back to Germnny certain German 
officials and Oerman Journalists In tho various Oerman of¬ 
fices In Bwltterland who are not considered safe by the 
Oestapo. 

It Is also reported that Prince von Orach, who bos special¬ 
ised In Far Eastern questions, will be entrusted with carry¬ 
ing on tho task of following political and othor dovolopoents 
in the United States, and will take over the task of Uorr von 
Strompel, formerly In the Oerman Embassy in Washington, who 
has not satisfied tho German authorities In his reporting of 
American developments. The Prince Is described as a decadent 
member of tho Oerman nobility who has completely sold himself 
to the Gestapo.

OVERTURES BY A REPRESENTATIVE OF A GERMAN 
SOCIALIST. CATUOLIC CENTER, INTELLECTUAL AND

The 0S8 representative In the Iberian Peninsula, writing 
from Madrid on 12 May 1944, advises that he has boen appronohed 
by a certain Oerman who Is presumably acting for a group said 
to be oomposed of remnants of the Oermsn Socialists and Catholic 
Center Parties, with a goodly smattering of Intellectuals. This 
Oerman presented to our representative a letter whloh ho had 
written to Dr. Heinrich firming, former Chancellor of Oermany, 
now resident In the United States. At the same time, the author 
of the letter stated that he was planning to leave for Oermany 
about tha middle of May end to return one week later, accompan¬ 
ied by a high Oerman military personage. The latter was repor¬ 
ted to be Interested In "spilling the works" because of his con¬ 
viction that, If anything 1s to be saved from the wrecV, Hitler 
must be promptly defeated. The usual fears of Russia's advanc¬ 
ing armies make this Oerman and his group highly anxious to con 
tribute to Germany's defeat by invasion from the Nest and to 
reaoh an understanding with the Western Democracies. 

The lotter to Brflnlng, referred to above, describes tho 
situation within Germany, and is summarised as followst 

1. Oermany faces a prospect of total destruction un¬ 
less Hitler Is removed and the nntion cleansed through her 
own efforts. 

2. The Opposition (presumably the group represented 
by the outhor of the letter) has consolidated itself to 
the point of forming a civilian shadow government, with 
the support of the principal Opposition forces in the 
Army, which contain many of Brflnlng's frlonds and acquain¬ 


tances. 


3. They all count upon Brttnlng's advice and support, 
and b *-*i will come to Madrid and be associated 


with 
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A copy of the letter in question has been submitted to 
Mr. Breckenridge Long, Assistant Secretary of State, with 
whom OSS has previously discussed Dr. Brtlning. In accord¬ 
ance with Mr. Long's Judgment and our own, the Brtlning let¬ 
ter will not be delivered. 

Further information has been requested of our represen¬ 
tative in Madrid as to personalities involved and their con¬ 
nections. He has been instructed to continue his contact in 
a cautious manner and make no commitments whatsoever. 
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
